Endowing a discussion, the commission passed a motion recommending that 
the City Council hire “ an outside consultant to come in with recommendations 
for proper wav« of tree priming."

About evefv two or three meetings some commissioner complains about the 
uqsightlv manner city street trees are trimmed bv the Parks and Recreation 
Department crew 


This time commissioner Dr Blake W Jamison lodged the complaint 
According to Dr. Jamison, the “ street trees have been stunted in their 
growth and development by improper pruning techniques ” 


His fellow commissioners did not argue the point 
' The way everyone complains about the street trees, I don't think taxpayers 
would mind paying to have a consultant come in.” said commissioner Jim 
Magnuson. 


Chairman Dave Schwark added. “ 1 think it would be money well spent." 
Magnuson offered that the trimming crew 
is trying to do a good job " 
They haven’t listened to us for four years." answered Dr. Jamison, referr­ 
ing to the many times the commission has approached the Parks and Hecrea- 
tmn Department on the subject 


They are making some improvements, but mistakes are still occurring.’’ 
said Schwark. 
‘ This year they (the trees) look worse than ever." said Dr Jamison, who did 
not appear in a lenient mood 
He said that after the city sent two employes to Los Angeles to a tree pruning 
school, “ improvements were noted in tree pruning about the city, but recently 
the crews have reversed this trend." 
One commissioner noted that the two schooled employes now work at other 
jobs for the city and no longer have anything to do with trimming trees. 
In a wav. they had been promoted, interpreted the commission, seeing irony 
in the move 
Schwark indicated that the street trees are being cut back too severely, thus 
creating a lot of ‘'bushiness 
“ Why do they prune the trees on East Ocean as extensively as they do'v he 
asked “ They are mature tees." 
The chairman continued, "they prune too severely They should be thinning 
the trees out instead of cutting them back so severely " 
However, the commission wanted to make two facts known 
Wallace Grossi. Jr of the Parks and Recreation Department — who in re­ 
cent times took over supervising the city's trimming crew— has done a good 
job of correcting many "past sins." 
And. the outside consultant is being requested because a "second profes­ 
sional" opinion may be valuable.

WASHINGTON lU P I) - Interior Secretary Thomas Khppe says the ad­ 
ministration. after unusually light bidding at a Southern California sale, no 
longer expects to meet all its goals for offshore oil leasing this fiscal year 
"Very serious threats raised by opponents trying to stop the California sale 
probably helped influence the oil companies to bid on only 30 per cent of the 
tracts offered, rather than the normal 70 per cent. Kleppe said 
The new interior secretary also said he would announce a decision soon on a 
controversial Gulf of Alaska offshore sale. He said it would be "some kind of 
modification, considering all the factors." but probably would not satisfy 
Alaska Gov Jay S. Hammond 
Kleppe suggested in a recent interview with DPI that a combination of fac­ 
tors were involved in the California bidding last December Ha said they in­ 
cluded a "little capital squeeze" suffered by oil companies, restrictions on 
joint bidding and concern about new technology involved in deepwater drilling 
"Plus one other thing." he said "You had the Los Angeles Times and at­ 
titude in the southern part of California placing concern in the minds of the oil 
people because they tried to stop the sale 
"And the threats were very serious They said: Go ahead and bid We re go­ 


ing to stop you and you may lose that lease ’ There was some fear there All of 
it added to the problem of that sale." 
Before Kleppe took office last October, the administration adopted an ac­ 
celerated leasing program projecting six offshore sales a year of between 1 
million to 15 million acres each 
Four sales were scheduled for fiscal 1976 — Southern California, the Gulf of 
Alaska, a Gulf of Mexico sale this week and a mid-Atlantic sale tentatively set 
for May 
Kleppe said he still expects to meet this year’s goal in terms of numbpr of 
sales But. he said, "it is not likely that we will meet the goal in the projected 
dollars of bonuses for a number of reasons ’’ 
Kleppe reduced the Southern California sale from an originally proposed 16 
million acres to 1 25 million acres to protect areas of environmental concern 
" I am convinced there will be modifications that will come along in probably 
ill of the proposed sale area." he said 
There may be less acreage than projected per sale, he said, "because of 
reasons of environment, maybe lack of industry interest, lack of knowledge of 
deepwater drilling These are all very possible.”

WASHINGTON (C P I) - President 
Ford today outlined specifics of his in­ 
telligence reform package, which in­ 
cluded the naming of CIA Director 
George Bush as the nation's top in­ 
telligence official and a request that 
specific CIA covert operations be 
allowed without prior permission from 
Congress. 


"There should be no requirement for 
prior notification (to Congress) of 
specific activities." said a White House 
fact sheet issued along with Ford's mes- 
si ge to Congress and an executive order 
ci Tying out the reforms.

School safety now Council issue

Charges flew today as parents in the 
La Mesa and Miguelito school atten­ 
dance areas prepared to attend a PTA 
Council meeting with Supt 
Clarence 
Bloom to discuss controversial issues 
surrounding school closures. 
The parents who wished to remain 
anonymous said they were being asked to 
answer a survey form indicating where 
they preferred to have their children at­ 
tend school, but were being denied infor­ 
mation on safety factors and bus 
schedules ahead of time. 
Bloom today said. "As the superinten­ 
dent I have#an obligation to proceed with 
the closing of two schools as efficiently 
as possible." 
Trustees of Lompoc Unified School dis­ 
trict have voted to close La Mesa and in 
Vandenberg Village, and 
Miguelito 
School in Lompoc, in the fall because of 
declining enrollment and a threatening 
economic future. Both schools have had 
declines in enrollment and Assistant 
Supt 
Alice Milligan has projected 
further reductions in the fall 
As announced by the school board, 
parents in the La Mesa area can vote on 
whether to have all the children bused 
to Los Berros School in Mission Hills, or 
to send some of them to Buena Vista 
School officials said that if the school's 
enrollment is split, the Younger students 
those in grades kindergarten through 
third, would be bused to Los Berros and 
the older students, grades four, five and 
six would walk to Buena Vista 
Parents have charged that the closing 
of La Mesa destroys their neighborhood 
school concept and that the transfer of 
the students poses safety factors for 
those who have to walk to Buena Vista 
One mother told this reporter she 
wanted to know details of how the 
schools planned to overcome the hazards 
of traffic in the area of Lompoc- 
Casmalia and Constellation roads before 
she decided whether to vote one way or 
another She says Bloom and other ad­ 
ministrators said safety factors were the 
responsibility of the county and that bus 
schedules could not be worked up until 
after parents till out the survey forms 
Bloom said the forms would go out to 
all homes this week 
Parents in the Miguelito area have 
also voiced concerns about safety fac­ 
tors and the dem ise of th e ir 
neighborhood school 
The PTA Council meeting is set for 
7:30 p.m. in the Central Administration

Lompoc City Council members as­ 
sured members of the Save Our Schools 
committee that they are interested in the 
safety of school children despite their 
failure to give an immediate answer as 
to what they intend to do by way of in­ 
stalling sidewalks and other provisions 
for youngsters displaced by the closing 
of Miguelito School 
Representatives of SOS appeared 
before the council last night to seek the 
council’s assurance that safety hazards 
will be eliminated 
Mayor Art Scott and other members of 
the council, along with City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene L. Wahlers. observed 
that there has been no official deter­ 
mination of how the shifting of the 
Miguelito School population will be 
handled, and that until such a time as 
this is done, the council would prefer to 
withhold making any commitments. 
Judy Neilsen. an SOS member, chided 
the council for "giving an hour and 10 
minutes to chickefis and only five 
minutes to child safety " 


Don Adams, SOS chairman, said his 
group's primary concerns are sidewalks 
from Miguelito to Hapgood and Clarence 
Ruth schools, pedestrian crossings at V 
Street and Ocean Avenue, crossing 
guards and street lights at the V and 
Ocean intersection 
"W e are particularly concerned," 
Adams said, "about fencing of Miguelito 
Channel and sidewalks down that portion 
of V Street bordering the channel. 


"We are also concerned about the 
hazards encountered by the increased 
numbers of school children crossing I. H 
and A streets on Olive and Cypress." he 
said 


Mrs Neilsen also asked fora reduction 
in speed limits in the area to 25 miles per 
hour 


The council pointed out that the 1975- 
76 budget contains funds totaling $40.000 
lor sidewalks in the area of concern and 
that "developments in the area may also 
result in sidewalks being installed in 
most of the area between Miguelito and 


Clarence Ruth schools.” 
The SOS members were assured that 
there is ample time for making neces­ 
sary safety provisions, since the official 
closing is not until the end of the current 
school year 


Sherman Hansen asked Mayor Scott if 
he could estim ate the effect of 
Miguelito's closing on property values 
Scott said he assumed that there would 
he an effect 


Alberta Morgan said there also is a 
need for sidewalks in the La Canada 
School area In other comments, she also 
objected to the council's setting of fees 
by resolution instead of ordinance, and to 
the fact that on occasion her comments 
have been omitted from official council 
minutes 


For the second time during the 
meeting, she had to be gaveled to 
silence, with Scott threatening to take 
other measures if she did not cease mak­ 
ing comments after she had been 
declared out of order 
Animal ordinance again delayed 


An animal control ordinance, on the 
launching pad for the second time at last 
night 's Lompoc City Council meeting, is 
not airborne vet. 
After more than an hour of delibera­ 
tion and listening to public comments at 
a hearing, the council voted 3-2 to return 
the matter to the staff and planning com­ 
mission for revisions 
Two proposals, designed to give Lom­ 
poc what City Attorney Alan Davidson 
termed "an enforceable animal-keeping 
ordinance." had been submitted by the 
planning commission 
A public hearing two weeks ago was 
continued to last night because it was 
telt that many who might have input to 
make did not attend because of a 
simultaneous meeting on school closures 
and a council candidate forum 
Several citizens made input to last 
night s hearing, including Harley Craig 
and H C Lucas, who opposed the keep­ 


ing of animals at all in the city limits, 
and Sherman Hansen who considered the 
proposals a "foot in the door" for further 
controls at a later time. 
Alberta Morgan objected to a 10-day 
provision in the ordinance for correcting 
violations. She said the compliance 
time should be at least 30 days to allow 
time for appeal 
Davidson said that there is no provi­ 
sion for appeal to the council, with 
recourse coming only in the courts if the 
violation is not corrected 
Darryl Burkey told the council he lives 
in a single-family dwelling in an R-4 
zone, and that under the proposed or­ 
dinance he would not be allowed to keep 
animals at all. since the ordinance 
relates only to single-family residential 
zones 
On a motion by Councilman E. C. 
Stevens, the council voted 3-2 to return 
the ordinances to the staff and sub- 


sequently to the planning commission to 
develop additional sections that would 
enable persons in zones other than R-l to 
keep animals under çertain conditions. 
Basically, the ordinances limit the 
number of fowls a person living in an R-l 
zone can keep to six and limits the 
number of rabbits, chinchillas and 
similar animals to no more than 12 of 
any single variety or combination of 
varieties. 
The ordinance also outlaws crowing 
roosters. and makes the keeping of fowls 
and similar animals subject to the provi­ 
sion that they not be a nuisance to the 
neighbohhood "or any member thereof.” 
The second ordinance sets up 
standards for the keeping .of larger 
animals such as horses, goats, sheep, 
cows and mules. 
Under the first ordinance, special 
provision is made to exempt 4-H and 
FFA animals from the regulations

This is from a total of $11.2 million 
spent to operate the Senate during 1975. 
or an average of about $280.000 for each 
of the 40 senators. 
The accounting of expenses for each 
senator was published in the Senate 
Journal Tuesday as the result of the 
Legislative Open Records Act passed 
last vear 
Newsletter costs ranged from a high of 
$68.961 by Sen 
Jack Schrade. R-San 
I )iogo. whose account is inflated by a six- 
month overlap in billing, to zero for 
veven senators 
The Senate total was 


$815.834 
Telephone bills stretched from a low of 
$2.080 by Democratic Sen Albert S. Rod- 
da. who represents the Sacramento area, 
to a high of $18.137 by Republican Sen. 
John Stull of Escondido, whose district is 
in the far southeast corner of the state. 
The total in telephone bills was $349.693. 
Postage costs ranged from $908 by 
Rodda to $6.688 by former Democratic 
Sen. George Moscone, now mayor of San 
Franciseo. The Senate total was $152,447. 
Newsletters are a perpetual con­ 
troversy for senators, who are permitted 
an annual newsletter allowance of 15 
cents per registered voter in their dis­ 
tricts. or about enough for two district- 
wide mailings a year Each mailing, by 
rule, must be at least six months apart. 
Use of the newsletters has been 
criticized as self-serving and giving in­ 
cumbents a taxpayer-financed advan­ 
tage during election years. The use is 
defended as a legitimate way of com­ 
municating with constituents.

The highest total, $240.040. was by

Se­ 
cond at $232,626 was Sen. Dennis 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, who 
represented twice as many voters as an 
average senator because of a quirk in the 
way Senate districts were reappor­ 
tioned.

Albert Laurence Campbell lived up to 
his reputation as a concert organist in his 
varied program for an audience of about 
60 persons Sunday afternoon in Valley of 
the Flowers United Church of Christ. His 
choice of selections helped to show the 
versatility of the 900-pipe, 13*rank 
baroque pipe organ handcrafted by Dr. 
Orpha Ochse. music professor at Whit­ 
tier College, presented to the United 
Church less than a year ago. The after­ 
noon program opened with a hymn 
‘‘Once to Every Man and Nation” by 
Jam es Russell Lowell (1819-1891) set to 
the tune Ebenezer (Ton-y-botel) by 
Thomas J. Williams (1869-1944). 
The first two pieces were by Johann 
Sebastian Bach (1685-1750), from his 
collection of 18 great chorales written at 
Weimar about 1710-1715 This was one of 
four published collections by Bach. The 
Fantasia on ‘‘Komm, heiliger G eist, 
Herre Gott” (‘‘Come.

The final work in the first half of the 
program was a return to Bach with his 
unusual but interesting Prelude and 
Fugue in E Minor (Wedge). This was 
written in Bach’s maturity as was shown 
in the great architectural structure of 
the piece including some mighty fancy 
footwork, done with great competence. 
The page turner, Marilyn Campbell, 
should be commended for her ability to 
remain so inconspicuous, providing some 
smooth, fast transitions, as between the 
prelude and fugue 


After the intermission, with coffee 
provided by the Lompoc Music Associa­ 
tion. there was an abrupt change with a 
quite demanding piece by a contem­ 
porary Dutch composer, Adriaan C. 
Schuurman, who teaches counterpoint at 
the Conservatory in Rotterdam. His 
“Toccata. Trio and Fugue on Psalm 150” 
< 1953 > had a very contemporary flavor, 
in marked contrast to Bach and Walther, 
and in the opening section had a frothy, 
champagne quality. A very interesting 
feature of the Trio was a motif or theme 
stated in the pedals occa sio n a lly , 
providing a nice contrast with the 
manuals’ more stately statement. The 
artist seemed in complete control of the 
instrument and the composition, which 
was very demanding. 


The Spanish selections by Francisco 
Correa de Arauxo (c. 1575-c. 1663) were 
chosen for a couple of reasons.

It was a delightful ending to 
a wonderful afternoon. 
Campbell’s oral program notes were 
very helpful and often amusing, and just 
the right length, brief enough to be in­ 
structive and not so long that they could 
become boring. He commented on the 
double A frame chapel-in-the-round as 
“a very nice sounding room” although 
for some pieces he thought that more 
reverberation would have been a nice 
feature.

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Council candidates 
Collins runs on 'economy 


(Editors Note: This is the 
first of a series of articles 
detailing the position of Lom­ 
poc City Council candidates on 
a series of questions posed by 
the Lompoc Record). 
By ROBERT 0 VINCENT 
City editor 
Campaigning on an economy 
platform. Lompoc City Council 
candidate Earl Duane Collins 
believes that only essential 
items should be undertaken by 
the citv until the economic 
climate improves 
He alsq feels that the city 
should be “ open and con­ 
siderate to any type of in­ 
dustry" that shows an interest 
in Lompoc in order to broaden 
the tax base. 
These are Collins' views on a 
variety of issues relating to the 
city: 
Water — “ In imm ediate 
terms we probably will have to 
abide by policies that are on a 
larger scale I don't think Lom­ 
poc can pursue a water goal of 
any magnitude as a city unit. 
Any project is going to involve 
the county and state. Even a 
pipeline will be excessively 
high for Lompoc to afford by 
itself, so it is going to be in con­ 
junction with other entities that 
we obtain necessary water. We 
could on a temporary basis put 
down additional wells, but I 
don't really think that is the 
answer because ground water 
supplies are being depleted all 
over the state We are going to 
have to get it from runoff and 
other sources." 
Capital improvem ents — 
‘ The priority itself is to watch 
the city budget extrem ely 
close. Nobody else can afford to 
invest money at this time, so it 
is the city's responsibility to be 
conservative, too. We have 
some streets and storm drains 
that could use some work, but I 
really feel that on the whole 
Lompoc is in pretty good shape. 
We do have a fire department 
that needs replacing and also 
the city hall. I would give these 
consideration but they are not 
urgent right now 
Downtown 
redevelopm ent also is not 
urgent at this time. If we are 
going to choose between down­ 
town redevelopment and other 
community needs. I would con­ 
sider the fire department and 
city hall more important." 
Ongoing city programs - 
"Assistance to the chamber of 
commerce should be main­ 
tained. definitely. I am not 
against trees; I love them. But 
we can't be planting more trees 
now. This would require more 
m a n p o w e r 
and 
m o re 
maintenance which just in­ 
creases the cost of administer­ 
ing the department. I believe 
the new park out by the river 
should be held in abeyance. It's 
nice to have a recreational area 
to go to, but again it all comes 
down to dollars. Streets should 
be improved only when they 
need it. A good example is 
Laurel Avenue, which has been 
neglected too long. It needs im­ 
proving more than any other 
street in the city." 
NCPA m e m b e r s h i p — 


Collectively is the only way to 
go. We should remain a 
member if this program con­ 
tinues the way it is and offer 
citizens their utility rates at a 
benefit. If it comes to the point 
where the cost is excessively 
high, the program should be 
reconsidered " 
Collective bargaining — I 
favor collective bargaining for 
citv employes because the dif­ 
ferent employes as individuals, 
whether engineering, sanita­ 
tion. electric or whatever, 
could get their requests and de­ 
mands They have a right to be 
heard just as much as anyone 
else There is a limit to what 
city taxes can support so far as 
demands from unions are con­ 
cerned There has to be a com­ 
promise but I do support city 
employes’ having the right of 
collective bargaining if they 
want it " 
LEDA support — "I feel very 
strongly that the Central 
Avenue industrial park should 
be fully developed. It probably 
would cost quite a bit initially 
to set it up. but other cities have 
done the same type of program 
quite successfully. There are 
a pproxim ately 
2.500 un­ 
employed in Lompoc and they 
can use the jobs The invest­ 
ment is worth it because the 
money will come back in 
payrolls, ¿ales taxes and 
property taxes. Of all the 
priorities. I consider this the 
greatest need at this time. As 
city policy, the chamber of 
c o m m e r c e and L om poc 
Economic Development As­ 
sociation should have the oppor­ 
tunity to pursue any angle they 
feel will attract industry to 
Lompoc. Our policy should be 
to be open and considerate to 
ANY type of industry con­ 
templating coming to Lompoc. 
There is no reason to be ob­ 
stinate about it. There are 
pollution controls we might 
have to consider in the en­ 
vironmental impact, but if the 
community can benefit in the 
long-run and if it meets with the 
acceptance of the people who 
live in Lompoc, then it 
behooves the city council to 
have a policy to try to work 
with someone wanting to come 
in with an industry. 
"To determine the will of the 
people on a controversial in­ 
dustry, I'd advocate inserting a 
questionnaire in the utility bills 
asking people to attend council 
hearings on the matter or let 
the council know their views by 
replying in some way on the 
questionnaire. It doesn't hurt to 
go asking people once in awhile, 
either.” 
Cable tv — "Should the city 
get into the cable tv business? 
Absolutely not!” 
Downtown revitalization — 
"Unless we are in a position to 
give equal treatment to all sec­ 
tors of the business community, 
I don't think we should do it." 
Adequacy of police staff — 
"We could stand more night 
patrol officers. We are having 
an extremely high Incidence of 
vandalism and burglaries and 
with only two or three patrol

cars on duty in the evening, 
that's spreading them awfully 
thin. I think, however, this is 
something the man who runs 
the department is best able to 
determine On the whole, I am 
satisfied with the way the pol­ 
ice department functions. If im­ 
provements are needed, they 
are more in community rela­ 
tions than in policy and detail of 
the actual job duties " 
Annexations — We would 
have to explore the costs in­ 
volved. but if Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills 
wanted to become a part of 
Lompoc. I would consider let­ 
ting them come in. Generally 
speaking, these areas already 
are a part of Lompoc. They are 
just not in the city limits.” 
North-south county split — "I 
really feel that the north side of 
the county is hindered severely 
by policies of the supervisors 
and planning commission in 
Santa Barbara. I would like to 
hear both sides of it, and know 
the feasibility as to cost, but I 
am beginning to swing to the 
side,of the split." 
City taxes — "Some projects 
are subsidized with federal and 
state money, but I would ad­ 
vocate that the city at this time 
not pursue any improvements 
in redevelopment, streets, tree- 
planting, or any new capital 
outlay on equipment that can be 
maintained which is not in con­ 
tinuous seven-day-a-week use. I 
would also encourage city 
employes to offer ways to make 
a project or product less expen- 
sive to th e t a x p a y e r s . 
Everybody is fully aware of 
what it is costing to maintain 
their own homes and busines­ 
ses. When economic conditions 
improve so that everyone feels 
they are being more successful

Council approves pacts 
for parks, downtown area 


Downtown street improve­ 
ments, athletic field lighting at 
Thompson Park and funds for 
the development of the Beattie 
Park playground area and 
lighting at Johns-Manville P art 
were approved in a succession 
of actions Tuesday night by the 
Lompoc City Council. 
What the council had con­ 
sidered a routine item on the 
awarding of a contract to the 
lowest bidder on the downtown 
im provement p ro ject was 
anything but routine, however. 
th e m atter ended with the 
council giving unanimous ap­ 
proval to the awarding of a con­ 
tract to M. J. Hermreck, Inc., 
of Nipomo on his low bid of 
$133,257.94, some $40,000 under 
the estimated cost of the street 
improvements. 
It was necessary for Mayor 
Art Scott to pound the gavel for 
order and then threaten to "use 
other prerogatives” in an effort 
to control a shouting outburst 
by Alberta Morgan from the 
audience, who wanted to make 
input on the matter. 
Scott polled the council as to 
whether it wanted to allow 
public comment on the matter, 
and was upheld unanimously 
not to open the item to public 
debate since it had been before 
the council several tim es 
previously 
It was reported during coun­ 
cil discussion that 86 per cent of 
the property owners had con­ 
sented to the cost-sharing 
aspect of the sidewalk project, 
far more than necessary for the 
work to be done under the 1911 
Improvement Act. City Ad­ 
ministrator Gem Wahlers and 
his staff were commended for 
their efforts.

New 16-year-old student 
held for rape, assault 


A 16-year-old student who 
enrolled at Lompoc High School 
only yesterday has admitted he 
assaulted two teen-age girls on 
campus last night, in separate 
incidents, one involving an at­ 
tempted rape. 
The youth was taken into 
custody after the second inci­ 
dent and released to the custody 
of his parents pending juvenile 
court action in the case. 
Police say the first incident 
occurred at about 4:15 p.m. A 
16-year-old girl said she went to 
the school at 515 W. College 
Ave., with her mother to get 
some books from a locker, and 
was returning to where her 
m other w aited in the ad­ 
ministration parking lot when 
she was attacked. 


The g irl said she had 
retrieved her books and was 
walking on the east side of the 
school’s Little Hieater in the 
direction of the parking lot. She 
said she reached the area near 
the gate and between the ad­ 
ministration building and the 
business education, building 
when a young man grabbed her 
from the rear. The suspect put 
his arm about the girl’s neck, 
and began to drag her in the 
direction of the theater. "Keep 
going or I’ll kill you," the 
suspect allegedly told her. 
Screams of the girl were 
heard by witnesses, one of them 
a friend of the girl. The friend 
started toward the two figures 
that were struggling along the 
walkwav at some distance. This 


activity aroused the attention of 
the girl’s mother who also ran 
to help. 
At this point the suspect 
broke and ran. 
Two hours later a 15-year-old 
girl was in a restroom, police 
reports show when a young man 
walked in and threatened her 
with a knife if she did not sub­ 
m it to his advances. The 
suspect reportedly tore her 
blouse and slacks off and was 
attempting to drag her into one 
of the restroom toilet stalls, 
when she broke free and ran.

The secretary, flying to Peru 
on the second-leg of his six- 
nation Latin American tour. 
Tuesday described his talks 
with Venezuelan leaders as 
••extremely productive and 
helpful ' 
But he again criticized Cuba s 
military intervention in Angola, 
warning the United States ’’will 
not stand idly by ” if Havana in­ 
tervenes militarily in other 
countries. 
In Lima. Kissinger planned to 
meet with the top leaders of the 
military government, including 
President Gen. Francisco 
Morales Bermudez. 
The Peruvian government 
has had deep differences with 
the United States since the late 
1960s over such issues as invest­ 
ment disputes, the role of the 
Organization of American 
States — which Peru feels is too 
dominated by Washington — 
and even political ideology 
However. U.S.-Peruvian rela­ 
tions have warmed considera­ 
bly over the past few years and 
Kissinger’s one-day stay in 
Lima is seen as an endorse­ 
ment by Washington of the con­ 
cept of “ ideological plura­ 
lism.” which Peru successfully 
introduced into the reformed 
OAS charter and the once 
strongly anti-Communist Rio 
Treaty ! Inter-American Treaty 
of Mutual Assistance).

JDL leader Kahane 
ejected from confab 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) 
— Rabbi Meir Kahane, leader 
of the militant Jewish Defense 
League, gate-crashed the World 
Conference on Soviet Jewry to­ 
day but was seittd at the front 
door and carried away by 
police. 
“ Let the world see,” Kahane 
screamed as eight policemen 
carried him from the Palais des 
Congres and into a waiting 
police wagon toward probable 
expulsion from Belgium. 
"'This is how they treat Jews. 
They should be ashamed of 
themselves. Soviet Jews will 
never be saved if they have 
such traitors here.” 
At the first World Congress 
here in 1971. Kahane also tried 
to enter, was barred and was 
thrown out of Belgium by the 
government, which subsequent­ 
ly declared him an unwanted 
person. 
Kahane flew during the night 
to Amsterdam, and an aide, 
Samuel Shoshan said he met 
him there and drove him to the 
Dutch town of Breda near the 
Belgian border. There. Shoshan 
said, they took a cab and drove 
into Belgium across the fron­ 
tier. where border checks are 
not required 
While Belgian police armed 
with his picture patrolled the 
Brussels airport and railway 
stations. Kahane drove to the 
Palais where the three-day con­ 
ference is being held and 
marched in past startled 
security guards 
“ You’re not a delegate,” a 


guard said, trying to block his 
path through the lobby. 
“ I ’m a Jew,” Kahane shou­ 
ted 
Security guards pabbed him 
and he sat down immediately 
on the tile floor and refused to 
move 
A young aide shouted, “ If you 
throw him out, you’ll have to 
throw 50 of us out.” 
Police from outside came 
into the confused mob around 
Kahane and tried to drag him to 
his feet. He went limp, so they 
picked him up and carried him 
out, half-pulling his blue 
sweater off in the process. 
Shouting, “ I have a right to 
speak,” he was carried up three 
flights of stone stairs to the 
street above, thrown into the 
paddy wagon, and, with 10 
police riding with him. rushed 
to national police headquarters. 
A police spokesman said that 
Kahane “ is at the disposal of 
the Surete” — in other words, 
in custody, and would be ex­ 
pelled. He did not say when he 
would be expelled. 
Kahane recently finished 
serving a sentence in a federal 
prison in the United States for 
parole violation 
Kahane, who was convicted 
in New York in 1971 on charges 
of making a firebomb, is still 
persona non grata here, police 
said 
A spokesman for the World 
Conference said the meeting’s 
American co-sponsors “ voted 
some months ago not to accept 
Mr Kahane’s demand to attend 
the conference or to speak.” 


MOSCOW (U P !) - The 
Soviet Union today denounced 
charges of radiation bombard­ 
ment at the American Embassy 
in Moscow as an “ invention 
with a foul smell.” 
TTie official Tass news agency 
carried the denial and said it 
would appear tonight in the 
government newspaper Izves- 
tia.

Barcelona 
city hall 
stormed 


MADRID, Spain (U P I) - 
Riot police fired smoke flares 
into Barcelona’s city hall early 
today, storming the building to 
drive out thousands of striking 
municipal employes locked in­ 
side. 


News reports said several 
persons were injured in the 
midnight assault, which came 
during King Juan Carlos’ first 
official visit to Barcelona, the 
capital of Catalonia province 
and Spain’s second biggest city. 
Juan Carlos left the city today. 
The government later an­ 
nounced in a decree signed by 
Juan Carlos that it had drafted 
about 3,000 policemen and 500 
firemen into the army, marking 
the fourth time in a little over a 
month the government has used 
the draft to end strikes. 


But reports from Barcelona 
said the firemen refused to go 
back to work immediately. 
Hundreds of employes gathered 
in front of city hall to renew 
their protest. 


The strikers, part of a group 
that included thousands of 
fireman and municipal police, 
had locked themselves into city 
hall in a “ permanent assem­ 
bly” to press demands for a 25 
per cent pay raise, exemption 
from income tax and other 
fringe benefits. 
Nonstriking national riot poli­ 
ce. who perform completely 
different functions than the 
municipal force, fired smirfte 
flares into the building at mid­ 
night. then stormed it, news 
reports said 
But hundreds of firemen 
waiting in vehicles nearby 
broke windows in the building 
to let the smoke out, the reports 
said. Police got into several 
scuffles during the ensuing 
melee, sending at least one 
• policeman to the hospital. 
The two-week strike involved 
13,000 city workers, among 
them policemen, firemen, sl­ 
aughterhouse workers, mu­ 
seum guards, city clerks and 
the staffs of five hospitals. 
The draft decree said all city 
policemen and the members of 
the fire brigade were placed un­ 
der military orders in view of a 
“ situation of a grave perturba­ 
tion of the public order.” 
The decree said the draftees 
would be court-martialed if 
thev refused to obey orders.

One per cent hike 
in personal Income

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Per­ 
sonal income of Americans in­ 
creased 1 per cent in January to 
reflect widespread job gains by 
w orkers, the Commerce 
Department said today. 


The report was another in­ 
dication that economic condi­ 
tions are still improving after 
the nation’s worst recession 
since before World War II The 
January increase was nearly 
triple the $4.7 billion rise in 
December and was the largest 
monthly gain since September 


The department said personal 
income from wages, salaries, 
investments and other sources 
increased $13.6 billion to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of $1.3 trillion. Wage and salary 
payrolls accounted for $9 billion 
of the increase in January when 
800,000 workers were added to 
the employment rolls. 
Because personal income 


rose at steadily slower rates in 
the final three months of 1975, 
many legislators and econo­ 
mists had speculated that the 
recovery from recession was in 
trouble 
The January report is not 
definitive, but it apparently 
justifies administration argu­ 
ments that the economy has 
strength 
Income from sources other 
than wages and salaries did not 
rise so quickly in January, 
Commerce said But with the 
exception of farm income, 
there was improvement 
Dividend payments increased 
$17 billion following a $2 1 
billion drop in December. 
Social Security, unemployment 
and welfare payments in­ 
creased $1.3 billion compared 
with $15 billion This apparent­ 
ly reflected the movement of 
some workers back into the 
ranks of the employed. 


Britain 
recognizes 
Angola 


United Press International 
Britain today joined more 
than 60 nations in recognizing 
Angola's Soviet-backed regime 
as the legitimate government in 
the former Portuguese colony. 


An official British announce­ 
ment said “ the government is 
satisfied, taking into account 
recent developments that their 
normal criteria for recognition 
have been met” 


The Britisli coupled the an­ 
nouncement with a call to Cuba 
and South Africa to withdraw 
their troops from the war- 
battered nation. 


Ireland, Sweden, The Nether­ 
lands. Denmark and Norway 
also recognized the Soviet- 
supported Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola, 
bringing the total number of na­ 
tions extending recognition to 
64, including 38 from Africa. 


John Trattner, a State De­ 
partment spokesman, said the 
United States still considers the 
military situation in Angola un­ 
certain 
“ I do not think it has been es­ 
tablished who is in charge or 
who controls the situation on 
the ground in Angola and while 
Cuban forces supported by 
Soviet arms are still fighting 
there. I do not think it is ap­ 
propriate for that (recogni­ 
tion ) to be considered.” he said. 
Pro-Western forces have re­ 
treated into the bush for a plan­ 
ned guerrilla campaign against 
the Popular Movement.

Ronald Reagan 
His less privileged colleagues 
on the campaign trail were 
reaching the people the hard 
way — door to door in New 
Hampshire, whose first in the 
nation primary is now less than 
a week away, or in statements, 
press releases and speeches in 
early primary states to vastly 
smaller audiences than Ford’s. 
In Washington, members of 
Congress sought a way to keep 
the Federal Election Commis­ 
sion fully operational in the 
face of a Suprem e Court 
deadline on some of its func­ 
tions. including that of dispens­ 
ing matching federal campaign 
funds. 
Ford volunteered no political 
statem ents in his televised 
news conference Tuesday night. 
But he was not reluctant to 
answer fully any questions deal­ 
ing with his Fight to win the 
GOP presidential nomination 
for a term of his own. 
The Federal

ences are leg itim ate news 
events excluded from the rule 
requiring equal time for opposi­ 
tion candidates.

In Pennsylvania and New 
York It was flooding 
In 
Arkansas it was a tornado In 
Oklahoma it was fire 
Blame it on winter weather — 
some of it very warm and very 
windy. 
In the resort community of 
Sunset Bay, N Y., some400per­ 
manent residents had to 
abandon their homes Tuesday 
for the second time in foar 
months to flood waters from 
Cattaraugus Creek. An unsea­ 
sonable warm spell caused the 
flooding. 
“Damn the federal govern­ 
ment," said Daniel Delmonte, a 
Sunset Bay homeowner. “They 
can spend billions overseas, but 
when it comes to helping out the 
taxpayers, we go right down the 
drain." 
Arkansas state police said a 


13-year-old boy in Wilmot and a 
woman in Parkdale were killed 
and 30 others injured in a tor­ 
nado that slashed through 20 
miles of southeastern Arkansas 
Tuesday night. 
“Our radar showed they had 
thunderstorms, rain and light­ 
ning for about three hours 
before the tornado hit," said 
Little Rock National Weather 
Service spokesman Dee Mc­ 
Crary 
The injured were 
reported in Wilmot, Parkdale 
and Lake Village. 
High winds and hail also hit 
northwestern Louisiana. “We 
had a truck blown off the road 
and a barn destroyed in Cur­ 
tis," said Charles Tyson, a 
sheriff's deputy in Bossier 
Parish. “We don’t know if it 
was a tornado or what." 
Winds gusting to 40 miles an 
hour pushed grass fires through 


dry fields in rural areas of 
central, southeast, northwest 
and southwest Oklahoma, de­ 
stroying houses, mobile homes 
and bams. 
Two fires in Oklahoma City 
forced evacuation of two. 
schools but neither was dama­ 
ged. Another fire was reported 
five to six miles miles wide 
near Byars, Okla., and two 
homes were damaged, authori­ 
ties said. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice said the Allegheny River 
began to fall as an ice jam 
loosened by warm weather and 
heavy rains moved downstream 
late Tuesday, diminishing the 
threat of serious flooding in 
western Pennyslvania.

BELFAST. Northern 
Ireland (UPI) - Security

B elfast 
housewives could bring 
"death home in a shopping 
bag" by inadvertently 
purchasing Irish Republican 
Army firebombs disguised 
as store merchandise. 
IRA bombers blew up two 
Belfast department stores in 
sudden daylight attack 
Tuesday. A third bomb ex- 
ploded in a general store In 
Castlewellan, 30 miles south 
of the capital. No casualties 
were reported in any of the 
incidents. 
Eleven persons have died 
in a surge of IRA bombings, 
shootings and rioting in 
Northern Ireland, England 
and the Irish Republic since 
the death of IRA hunger 
striker Frank Stagg last 
Thursday. 
Stagg s body was expected 
to be flown from England to 
Dublin today for burial, a 
family friend said. But 
police declined to confirm 
the arrangements or give 
any details of the flight. 
Authorities said 15 of 31 
bombing attacks in the Stagg 
revenge offensive have 
come from incendiary 
blasts, many believed 
caused by IRA women stock­ 
ing store shelves with fire­ 
bombs crammed inside the 
containers of ordinary 
purchase items. 
“Sadly, not only does the 
housewife have to worry 
about dodging bombs while 
shopping; she cannot even 
be sure on her return that 
she has not brought death 
home in a shopping bag." a 
senior army officer said 
Police issued their warn 
ing to shoppers after a man 
who bought a can of paint in 
Lisburn, found a one-pound 
incendiary bomb inside the 
container. 
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Border Patrol support 
lacking, council head says 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
federal government supplies 
the U.S. Border Patrol too little 
money and its proposed laws 
are too weak to keep illegal 
aliens out of the United States, 
according to Richard Brannier 
president of the National 
Border Patrol Council. 
“We’re just a sword over the 
head of slave labor," he said in 
an interview Tuesday. “We’re a 
threat, not big enough to get rid 
of the problem but just enough 
to keep it in line. 
“Nothing’s going to be done 
unless there is commitment. 
We could do something lf we 
wished but so far there is no 
commitment.’’ 
Brannick said the council, 
which just ended a three-day 
national convention in San 
Diego, has withdrawn its sup­ 
port of a bill by Rep Peter 
Rodino, D-N J., that is designed 
to close off employment oppor­ 
tunities to illegal aliens as a 
means of stopping their entry 
into the U.S. 
Brannick said the 1,700- 
member council took the action 
because it believed the measu­ 


re, which would make it a 
criminal offense to knowingly 
hire illegal aliens, had been 
weakened by compromise. 
“There are so many stipula­ 
tions in it (the bill) that it’s so 
full of holes it whistles." Bran­ 
nick said. 
The Rodino bill has pasted 
the House of Representatives, 
but remains in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. Braddtck 
charged the congressional fail­ 
ure to take legislative action 
also put the Border Patrol 
further behind in efforts to deal 
with illegal aliens. 
“If the administration and 
Congress reversed its policy to 
one of full force toward the il­ 
legal alien problem, it would 
still take three to five years 
before enough border patrol­ 
men could be trained to do the 
job," he said. 


“With $50 million we could 
eliminate illegal aliens from a 
million jobs ” 


Brannick said the 1,200 to 
1,300 Border Patrol officers 
along the Mexican border alone 
caught more than 500,000 illegal 


aliens last year, processing and 
expelling them from the coun­ 
try. 
“We do the best we can. But 
In one or two days they are 
back.” 
Brannick said Border Patrol 
officers must be granted the 
power to confiscate the vehicles 
of persons caught smuggling il­ 
legal aliens into the U.S. and 
the right to testify before con­ 
gressional committees that ap­ 
propriate Border Patrol funds 
He also said persons knowing­ 
ly employing illegal aliens must 
be subject to arrest and possi­ 
ble jail. 
But he said the Rodino bill 
would be ineffective because 
“on the on hand it says an 
employer can’t hire anyone who 
is an illegal alien, but on the 
other it says the government is 
going to be watching for viola­ 
tions of civil rights 
“Obviously an employer can't 
turn somebody away because of 
his race," Brannick said. “The 
answer is that we are going to 
have to see that a person has 
something the employer can 
use for identification." 
Postal Services rights upheld 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
three-judge federal appeals 
court Tuesday upheld the 
Postal Service’s right to pre­ 
vent sexually oriented advertis­ 
ing from being sent to those 
who specifically ask not to 
receive such mail. 
But in a unanimous ruling, 
the panel struck down some 
civil sanctions used by the 
Postal Service against mailers 
of sexually oriented adver­ 
tising. 
The panel held that it is un­ 
constitutional for postal au­ 
thorities to seek injunctions 
halting such mail to those who 
“specifically requested’’ it, or 
who expressed no preference. 
The court also ruled that the 
Postal Service does not have 
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the right to return mail simply 
because it is responding to sex­ 
ually oriented advertising. 
Sexually oriented advertising 
is not neccesarily obscene, the 
judges said. Postal authorities 
must not automatically assume 
that sud) material would offend 
everyone except those who 
specifically state in advance 
that they are willing to receive 
it, the panel said 


The panel reasoned that even 
without injunctions preventing 
the material from being delive­ 
red, individuals who do not wish 
to see such material will be 
protected by the legally 
required notice on the outside 
of the envelope warning of the 
contents. 


The ruling upheld the right of 


postal inspectors to ask for in­ 
junctions preventing mailers 
from sending sexually oriented 
ads to persons who list 
themselves with the Post Office 
as specifically opposed to 
receiving sexual material. The 
Postal Service distributes the 
lists to mailers 
The ruling by U.S. District 
Court Judges Manuel Real, Irv­ 
ing Hill and Walter Ely came in 
a.suit brought against David I. 
Treatman and Richard L., 
James. Treatman and James 
did not deny that they mailed 
sexually oriented advertising to 
persons whose names appeared 
on the “no sex mail” list. 
But they challenged the ap­ 
plication of sanctions to 
mailers for sending material to 
those not on the lists. 
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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -

row of the courtroom and try to 
give encouragement to their 
daughter, Patricia, in her trial.

Miss Hearst, whose defense 
is that the SLA brainwashed her 
and forced her to take part in a 
bank robbery, skys she was 
ordered to read already- 
scripted material in the tapes. 
She testified Tuesday that she 
really didn’t believe what the 
SLA was telling her about her 
parents. 
She looked from the witness 
chair at Mr. and Mrs. Hearst. 
and they looked back. 
Emphasizing she was press­ 
ured into making the tapes that 
referred to her parents, she 
said. “I hoped that they would 
understand.'*

While we know that emotional 
reactions won’t do much about 
balancing the district’s budget, 
they must be expected to occur 
whenever community values 
are sacrificed without the full 
assurance of due process. And, 
while we realize that the dis­ 
trict does face some serious 
economic dilemmas, how could 
you not have felt obligated to at 
least survey the local citizens 
on their values and priorities 
before deliberating on such 
dramatic measures? If you had 
followed that course and had 
fully explored a wider range of 
options, most of us could have 
accepted even as regretable a 


decision as the one you made. 
Instead, an "economic’’ plan 
of questionable merit has been 
thrust upcm us. It is a plan that 
threatens to erode our concept 
of elementary education. Its 
projected cost saving of less 
than one per cent will very like­ 
ly be offset by increases in 
other public budgets as a result 
of the reshuffling. Tlie total 
fiscal impact on local taxpayers 
has not been sufficiently ex­ 
amined. 
We are encouraged somewhat 
by the dialogue and citizen in­ 
teraction that began to develop 
at the subsequent board 
meeting of February 10th. If 
those communication lines re­ 
main open in a free exchange of

Tuesday’s appointment of 
Brown, D-San Francisco, as 
chairman of the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee was re­ 
garded as a move by McCarthy 
to neutralize his opposition as 
his key lieutenants prepared to 
leave the Assembly Brown 
tw ice 
u nsu ccessfu lly 
challenged McCarthy for the 
speakership in bitterly fought 
contests 
Daniel Boatwright, D-Con- 
cord, who served Revenue and 
Taxation Committee chairman, 
was chosen to succeed Assem­ 
blyman John F. Foran, D-San 
Francisco, as chairman of the 
powerful Ways and Means pan­ 
el Foran stepped down to run 
for the Senate seat vacated by 
Democrat George Moscone, 
who was elected mayor of San 
Francisco. 
The appointments will be ef­ 
fective Friday. 
Brown was removed by Mc­ 
Carthy as chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee follow­ 
ing his defeat for the 


speakership in June 1974 and 
subsequently was fired as a 
member of the committee 
Brown in December 1974 
tried to forge a coalition of 
minority Republicans and dissi­ 
dent Democrats to topple Mc­ 
Carthy and failed. 
In recent months, McCarthy 
and Brown have reportedly 
patched up most of their dif­ 
ferences and McCarthy named 
Brown to chair the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee, of which 
he currently is not a member. 
Boatwright, an attorney, first 
was elected to the Assembly in 
1972 and has been a key sup­ 
porter of McCarthy and 
member of the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
The shuffle of assignments 
occurred as other top McCarthy 
lieutenants have announced 
plans to retire from the 
legislature, seek other political 
office or are expected to soon 
announce plans for higher of­ 
fice. 
They include Assemblyman 
Leon Ralph. D-Los Angeles, 
who will retire to study for the 
ministry. Assemblman Howard 
Berman of Los Angeles, Demo­ 
cratic floor leader, who is ex­ 
pected to announce his can­ 
didacy for Congress, and 
Foran.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
vices to release drugs slowly 
into the body to block a narcotic 
addict's craving for heroin will 
be ready for human testing 
within a year, the National In­ 
stitute on Drug Abuse said to­ 
day. 
So-called narcotic antagonist 
drugs have themselves been 
tested among addicts. The 
leading contender is a drug 
called naltrexone, which is in 
the third of three phases of 
human tests. 
But what hasbeen lacking is 
a device to release it into the 
body at intervals to provide 
long-lasting or sustained ef­ 
fects The antagonist blocks the 
heroin 
‘high’’ and makes it 
pleasureless to the addict. 
Research is developing ways 
to release the antagonists bit by 
bit over a period of time 
mechanically, chemically or by 
implanted discs with timed 


release capacity. 
“ As a result of these efforts 
to date, two or possibly three 
candidates are being readied 
for clinical trials,” said Robert 
Willette of the institute’s 
research division, in a report on 
narcotic antagonists made 
available today. 
“ It is our hope to be able to 
evaluate at least one of these 
devices in man within a year.” 
he said. 
Methadone is used in some 
drug treatment programs, but 
one problem with this synthetic 
narcotic is that it also is addic­ 
tive 
Naltrexone in oral doses 
provides adequate blocking of 
heroin’s effects for at least 48 
hours, or up to 72 hours in cer­ 
tain individuals, the report 
said. But this is not long enough 
between doses to help addicts 
become dissociated from drug- 
taking behavior, it said.

Harrises 
lose on 
ruling 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The 
FBI does not have to identify 
any informants who helped cap­ 
ture Patricia Hearst and Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
members William and Emily 
Harris, Superior Court Judge 
Mark Brander has ruled. 
The Harrises had demanded 
the Justice Department be 
required to disclose the names 
of any tipsters who led the FBI 
to SLA hideouts. 
The judge ruled Tuesday that 
such a request should not be 
granted unless defense attor­ 
neys could show a “reasonable 
possibility” that identification 
of the informants “ might lead 
to the exoneration of the defen­ 
dants.” 
The Harrises are awaiting 
trial on ll state charges of kid­ 
naping. robbery and assault 
from an alleged SLA crime 
spree with Miss Hearst, a 
codefendant. 
They have asked that their 
trial be delayed until after Miss 
Hearses federal trial in San 
Francisco, so she can stand 
trial with them. 
FBI agent Thomas Padden 
testified at a pretrial hearing 
about the capture of the 
Harrises and Miss Hearst in 
San Francisco last September. 
He repeated the version he gave 
at the Hearst trial last week. 
He told how he burst in the 
rear door of Miss Hearst’s 
apartment and “ I told Miss 
Hearst to freeze or I would blow 
her head off,” causing her to 
“ wet her pants” in fright. 
The apartment contained two 
carbines and a sawed-off 
shotgun, and Miss Hearst had a 
38-caliber revolver, loaded 
with hollow-point bullets, in her 
purse, he said. 
Defense attorney Leonard 
Weinglass asked the judge’s 
permission to subpoena David 
Weir and Howard Kohn, au­ 
thors of a Rolling Stone article 
about Miss Hearst’s life as a 
fugitive with the Harrises and 
radical sports figure Jack 
Scott. 
Defense attorneys said they 
also will ask to subpoena 
Robert Stevenson, a Justice 
Department information of­ 
ficer. who reportedly said much 
of the information in the Roll­ 
ing Stone article was accurate.

SAN LUIS OBISPO (UPI) - 
Security at the Diablo Canyon 
nuclear plant was strengthened 
today as a reflection of the 
terrorist bombing last Thurs­ 
day at the Hearst Castle at San 
Simeon.

LAST YEAR, while Southern 
California and the rest of the 
nation experienced the worst 
recession since post World War 
II, it apparently did not deter 
the demand for telephone ser­ 
vice as concerned General 
Telephone Company. 
On a company-wide basis, the 
utility 
installed 
1,007,172 
tele p h o n e s and 
re m o v e d 
877,137. for a net gain of 130,135 
telephones. 
According to John Spencer, 
local division manager for 
General, “This represents the 
highest such increase since the 
economic 'boom’ years of the 
late 1960s.” 
Also, while the economic 
climate in 1975 should not have 
g iv e n any a d v a n t a g e to 
telephone extension sales. 
General reports a residential 
extension net gain of 62,800, 
which was 22,636 higher than 
the previous year. 
“We attribute the extension 
increase to a heavy sales effort 
plus the fact that telephone ex­ 
tensions are a low-cost item in 
today’s inflationary economy,” 
Spencer explains. 
By the end of 1975, General 
was serving 1,499,324 residen­ 
tial telephone customers, a gain 
of 44,981 for the year, and 
served 851,054 residential ex­ 
tensions. lite total — 2,350,378 
— represents approximately 76 
per cent of the company’s 
3,079,194 telephones. 


The 62,800 extension net gain 
was the highest for one year 
since 1968. Before then, when 
California boasted high employ­ 
ment gains, more than 300,000 
people moving into the state 
yearly, and a booming housing 
market, only one-third of 
General’s customers had exten­ 
sion phones, making it easier to 
increase the ratio of extensions 
to main telephones. 


H ie 1975 increase, made dur­ 
ing a period of high unemploy­ 
ment and declining real spen­ 
dable earnings, is even more 
impressive since more than 50 
per cent of the company’s 


customers already had exten­ 
sions. making it harder to in­ 
crease the ratio. 


In General's Santa Maria 
Division, residential telephones 
increased by 2,333 in 1975, of 
which 57 per cent were exten­ 
sions. The total number of 
telephones served by the utility 
in the Santa Maria area in­ 
creased by 3,048 making a total 
of 62,552 at year-end.

He hit 
another bucket and then Randy Smith hit 
two foul shots to make it 113-109.

OAKLAND (U P I) — A player from the 
National 
Basketball 
Association’s 
Eastern Conference asked before a re­ 
cent game against the Golden State 
Warriors. “ Has Phil Smith improved 
that much?" 
A little over two hours later. Smith/a 
second year guard out of nearby Univer­ 
sity of San Francisco, had answered the 
opposing player’s question with a 
brilliant scoring performance in addition 
to quarterbacking the W estern 
Conference’s runaway leaders to vic­ 
tory. 
What prompted the question from the 
player, who hadn't faced the Warriors 
for several weeks because of the 
divisional alignment, was Smith's sud­ 
den emergence as a point producer.

39 and 45 points, to 
take a tremendous scoring load off 
forwards Barry and Jamaal Wilkes. 
But what’s more impressive — and 
what pleases both Smith and coach Al At­ 
tics — is that the high-scoring perfor­ 
mances have come within the frame­ 
work of the Warriors team concept. He 
did not take an inordinate number of 
shots, meaning he “ put in what he put 
up." 
In the 51-point game against Phoenix. 
Smith connected on 20 of 27 attempts 
from the field, going 13 for 13 in one 
torrid streak, and in the 45-point effort, 
he hit 19 of 26 shots. 
Despite his recent heroics, however. 
Rick Barry predicts Smith will get even 
better. 
“ He’ll be more effective when he looks 
for the pass first because, as it is now. 
nobody can stop his shot,", the Warriors’ 
lone superstar-calibre performer said. 


Attles added. “ For Phil, the sky s the 
limit because he can play both with the 
ball and away from it.”

NEW YORK (U PI) — How does this hit you? Joe 
DiMaggio. new manager of the San Francisco 
Giants. 
Bob Short thinks it s a tremendous idea. He 
thinks it s such a great idea, he has gone out and 
done something about it. 
He has asked Joe DiMaggio whether he’d be in­ 
terested in managing the Giants. Joe D said no. but 
Bob Short never quits. 
DiMaggio has always said he didn’t want any part 
of managing. 
I remember that December day in 1951 when he 
told everyone at a news conference in the New York 
Yankees’ downtown office he was all through as an 
active player. He phrased his retirement an­ 
nouncement in his own typical DiMaggio way 
“ And so. I ’ve played my last game of ball,” he 
said, and after the photographers snapped him sit­ 
ting near a huge montage of Yankee pictures in the 
office, brushing a tear from his eye, someone asked 
him how he felt about managing. 
“ The fact is I do not want to put on a baseball un­ 
iform again,” replied DiMag. “ I have enough trou­ 


ble taking care of myself sometimes without hav­ 
ing to worry about trying to take care of 25 others.” 
That was 25 years ago. 
Sometime in the next few days. Short very likely 
will become one of the new owners of the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants, along with Bob Lune. his partner 
from San Francisco, and Carl Pohlad. another 
partner from Minneapolis. 
The Giants had been on the verge of moving to 
Toronto. Now they’ll be staying right where they 
are in San Francisco. Since they are the only major 
league ball’ club still without a manager and since 
Bob Short knows how important a manager can be, 
particularly in a brand new operation, he got in 
touch with Joe DiMaggio the other day.

It was both last night in Arroyo Grande, where 
the Northern League’s basketball co-leaders met in 
the biggest game of the season.

The win earned the Eagles at least a tie for the 
league championship With one game left, Cabrillo 
could conceivably earn a half share in the title, and 
they can also guarantee themselves a C IF berth by 
beating Santa Maria Friday But that’s small con­ 
solation after last night. 


“ How sweet it is!” yelled Eagle coach Mario 
Pecile once he escaped the chaos of the gym and got 
back to his team’s little locker room 
“ Six years ago we went up (from 2-A) to 3-A,” 
Pecile reminded his team. “ A lot of people then 
told me, ‘You're going big-time, you’ll never be 
able to win up there ’ It took six years And it feels 
great.” 
Pecile. who has been coaching at Arroyo Grande 
for seven seasons, is a story in himself. His inten­ 
sity borders on mania, and that’s on a calm day. On 
the sidelines he looks like a man trying to hail a cab 
for his wife who is in the final stages of labor with 
triplets. 
And yet Pecile never barks at the officials or in­ 
cites fans to riot. He only inspires his ballclub. 
Somehow he has taken a bunch of undersized 
players with generally mediocre basketball skills 
and made a champion He has managed to transfer 
his intensity to his kids, while teaching them a 
measure of poise. 
To beat the Eagles, you have to dominate them on 
the boards, cut off their excellent interior passing 
game, and not let them slow down the tempo of the 
game The Conqs did none of those things last night 
Cabrillo took a 14-11 lead into the second quarter, 
then began to throw the ball away.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Nothing clears up a man’s head more, or 
his sinuses, sometimes, than a good stiff punch in the nose. 
Big George Foreman had just taken one—the blow clearly had 
stung him—and now his attacker, Muhammad AU, was all over 
him like needles on a porcupine, sticking, moving, pressing his ad­ 
vantage. 
Fight crowds are the same everywhere. Somehow they have a 
way of sensing the finish before it even happens, and that’s how it 
was with those who came to see the fight in Zaire in October of 
1974. The fans there reacted the same way they do everywhere 
else. 
They got up on their feet and began screaming for Muhammad 
AU to demoUsh George Foreman, knock him down, take away his 
crown, end the fight right there. AU did his best to oblige, landing 
left-right, left-right, left-right, giving it everything he had. 
George Foreman was taking a lot of punches, but he knew where 
he was and could see the growing excitement among many of the 
ringsiders. He noticed one in particular. This man had jumped up 
from his seat. He was waving his arms frantically and hollering as 
loud as he could for AU to end the whole thing. 
“It’s funny how you can pick out one face in a crowd sometimes, 
but I remember his,” says George Foreman. “Before the fight, a 
lotta people were supposed to be ‘George Foreman people.’ This 
fella made out like he was one of them, Uke he was for me a 
hundred per cent. ‘George Foreman, George Foreman!’ That’s all 
; he kept sayin’— before the fight. But looking at him during the 


I fight, I just couldn’t believe it. He was seein’ me get hit and he was 


I so happy!” 
George Foreman is finding out what ex-champions Uke him have 
[found out for years and years before. The world is full of “front- 
runners." They’re with you when you’re on top, but as soon as 
you’re not, they don’t know you anymore. Victory has a thousand 
[fathers; defeat is an orphan. 
From the way George Foreman talks about this particular in­ 
dividual, I get the impression he knows who he is even though 
[Foreman says he doesn’t remember. 
“I don't wanna remember,” he says. “It was such a shock. Man, 
I the thing that keeps me fightin’ is that I wanna be champion again. 


I It isn’t the money. I would like to win back the championship of the 
I world again so as to show a lotta people you can go down and still 
[come back up again.1’ 
The way back would be through Joe Frazier and Ken Norton and 
[ then a return with Muhammad AU. Joe Frazier already has said 
[ he'd be interested in a second meeting with Foreman because he’d 
like to reverse the result of their first one three years ago in 
Kingston, Jamaica, where big George kayoed him in two rounds 
[and took his title away. 
Foreman also flattened Newton in two in March of 1974. But after 
| losing the championship to Ali in Africa, he went off by himself, 
[brooded over losing his crown and didn’t have another fight, if you 
could call it that, until those five monstrosities he engaged in all 
[during the same night in Toronto. 
That was last April. Seven months later, Foreman disposed of 
lone Jody Ballard inside of two rounds. He subsequently kayoed Ed­ 
die Brooks in four and a couple of weeks ago took care of Ronnie 
[Lyle in five. Foreman was decked once himself in that fight. 
“It won t go down with the best performance I ever had, but I 
[liked the fight the best of any I had,” Foreman says. “ I showed 
[determination. I got up and fought hard when I had to. That's what 
|I liked about it so much.” 
Gil Clancy, handing his training now, says if there ever was 
anything wrong with Foreman’s mental makeup, there isn’t 
inything wrong with it now.

Michael Pahos reiterated Tues­ 
day to the Board of Supervisors 
that the County Park Commis­ 
sion still endorses the use of 
fish and game fines money to 
help finance trout plants at 
Lake C achum a, a county 
recreational area. 
Pahos said the County Fish 
and Game Advisory Commit­ 
tee, which opposes such use of 
fines money, has been advised 
to submit to the county super­ 
visors its proposals for alter­ 
native use of the fines money. 
“ The budget c y cle has 
begun,” Pahos said he has in­ 
formed the committee, and 
“we will recommend fish and 
game fines money continue to 
help finance the trout planting 
program” supervised by the 
State Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment. 
Pahos made his comments 
when Supervisor Jam es M. 
Slater asked him to comment 
on a resolution sent to the 
supervisors by the Sportsmen’s 
Council of Central California, of 
which Stanley R. Radom, of 
Solvang, is president. The 
resolution opposes having the 
trout plantings financed in part 
by fines money. 
Radom, who is also as­ 
sociated with the county ad­ 
visory com m ittee, has ex­ 
plained the committee is not op­ 
posed to trout plants as such, 
but only opposed to use of the 
fines money to help fund the 
plants. He said the committee 
feels there are better programs 
which could be aided by the 
fines money. 
The sportsm en’s council 
resolution forwarded to the 
board by Radom pointed out 
that the “ planting of non­ 
reproducing 
catchable-sized 
trout in order to increase gate 
receipts and promote business 
for c o n c e ssio n a ire s, was 


neither propagation nor con­ 
servation, nor habitat im ­ 
provement.” 
Supervisors expressed in­ 
terest in the resolution sent by 
Radom because the board had 
set up the advisory committee 
in an action taken more than a 
year ago, at the request of 
Radom and others. 


Radom said he feels the trout 
plant could be financed without 
use of the fines money. 


Pahos, answering questions 
posed by the supervisors, said 
he understands Radom “con­ 
siders the use of the fines 
mpney in this respect as con­ 
trary to the Fish and Game 
Code.” 


Pahos declared he has in­ 
formed Radom that contrary to 
allegations, the fines funds are 
not c o -m ingled and are 
“traceable and in a separate 
account.” 
The park director said there 
were two sides to the question 
of whether trout planted in the 
lake were propagators He said 
he “never heard State Fish and 
Game people state Radom’s 
views” that they were non­ 
propagating. 
Assistant County Counsel 
Robert Curiel. asked about 
legality of such use of fines 
money, said his office had ruled 
that fines money could be so 
used, and he had no further 
comment on it.

workers 
lock out 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Some 
30,000 members of the Interna­ 
tional Ladies Garment Workers 
Union have been locked out of 
their jobs as the result of a dis­ 
pute between two management 
groups over who will pay the in­ 
creases provided in the union’s 
new contract. 
Arnold Schwedock, executive 
director of the Popular Price 
Dress Contractors Association, 
said that “90 per cent, or 450 out 
of a total of 500 shops” in New 
York. New Jersey and Connec­ 
ticut were shut down Tuesday, 
leaving some 30,000 ILGWU 
members out of work. 
The contractors’ leaders 
urged them to keep their shops 
closed today and to try to get 
other operating factories into 
closing as well. On Tuesday 
firms in Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania had continued 
operations, Schwedock said. 
Schwedock s organization 
and the United Better Dress 
Manufacturers Association, 
Inc., are representing the dress 
manufacturers, known in the 
business as contractors, in a 
dispute with two organizations 
representing “jobbers” — the 
National Dress Manufacturers 
Association, the Popular Price 
Dress Manufacturers Group 
and the Affiliated Dress Manu­ 
facturers Association. 
The jobbers, who farm out 
work to the contractors, signed 
a new, 40-month contract on 
Feb 
2 with the ILGWU 
providing a 23 per cent wage in­ 
crease and fringe benefits. TTte 
contractors, who were not 
allowed to take part in the 
negotiations, 
are demanding 
more money from the jobbers 
to pay for the increases granted 
the union under the new pact. 


Schwedock said there were no 
negotiations with the jobbers 
group Tuesday and no new talks 
were scheduled. 


While the union is not official­ 
ly involved in the dispute at this 
time. Sidney Prince, executive 
director of United Better Dress 
M anufacturers, said the 
ILGWU considers the shutdown 
of the factories a lockout and 
promised to take the contrac­ 
tors’ associations to the 
National Labor Relations 
Board. 


Prince told some 300 angry 
contractors at a noisy afternoon 
meeting at the Americana 
Hotel Tuesday that they should 
not take in any new work and 
should hold the work they now 
have in their factories “until we 
go before the NLRB.” 


Schwedock said the contrac­ 
tors specifically are protesting 
a union provision, which would 
provide for guaranteed mini­ 
mum hourly wages. 


The contractors will meet 
again today.

Cherimoya means “cold 
seeds.” Popular in Mexico, 
this fruit is almost heart- 
shaped. Green-colored when 
ripe, its skin has a faint 
medallion-like pattern. It is 
also grown in the Indies and 
Australia. When chilled, it has 
a natural sherbet texture and 
is sometimes called “sherbet 
fruit” or “custard apple.’’ Its 
flavor resembles a combina­ 
tion of fresh pineapple, 
strawberry and banana. 
Choose fruit with fairly un­ 
iform green color, free of 


mold or cracks at the stem 
end

temperature until it yields to 
gentle pressure with the 
palms of the hands. The 
largest are regarded best. 
The jicama is to Mexico 
what the potato is to the 
United States A root tuber, it 
looks like a turnip but tastes 
like a water chestnut and is a 
less 
expensive substitute. 
Choose jicama as you would a 
potato, looking for the smaller 
ones to avoid woodiness. 
There are two kinds of 
jicama: agua, which has a 
watery juice, and leche. which 
has a milky juice. The only 
way to tell the difference is by 
tasting To eat a jicama. cut it 
into thin slices and sprinkle 
with sugar. 
From the Orient comes 
daikon, a Japanese radish. It 
comprises nearly one-third of 
the tonnage of vegetables 
grown in Japan. An important 
crop in Hawaii as well the 
daikon tastes a bit hotter than 
the common radish. A long, 
tapered vegetable, the daikon 
is eight to ten inches long and 
about one and one-half inches 
in diameter at its top. It may 
be pickled or shredded as is 
and used as a relish, tossed 
raw into soups, or served in 
thin strips on vegetable trays. 
Daikon should be stored in the 
refrigerator. 
The Chinese 
water chestnut grows widely 
in the tropics of the Old 
World. The skin is chestnut 
brown in color, with a chest- 
nuty flavor and white flesh. 
They are a delicacy in Chinese 
cookery and are extensively 
eaten raw in the Orient. The 
flesh is apple-like, sweet and 
starchy. Should you find some 
fresh water chestnuts, you 
can store them in the 
refrigerator in a loosely- 
covered jar or in a loose 
plastic bag Water chestnuts 
seem made to go with almost 
any food, from omelets to 
soups to salads to stews.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
added nine counties to the list of 
13 counties that he wants 
declared federal disaster areas 
because of the California 
drought, a state official report­ 
ed Tuesday. 


Such a disaster designation 
by U.S. Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz would trigger federal 
aid, including low-cost emer­ 
gency loans to farmers and cat­ 
tlemen and emergency lives­ 
tock feed.1 


State Food and Agriculture 
Director L.T. Wallace said the 
nine counties Brown added to 
his request to Butz are 
Alameda, Butte, Contra Costa, 
Kings, Los Angeles, Riverside, 
San Luis Obispo, Tulare and 
Yolo. Wallace said estimated 
drought losses in the nine coun­ 
ties were $54 million. 


Wallace said losses in all 22 
drought-stricken counties are 
now estimated at $145 million 
and have affected more than 
11,000 farmers, growers and 
stockmen. 


“The losses,’’ Wallace said, 
“are principally to livestock 
producers and to farmers of 
non-irrigated grain crops.” 


Brown last week requested 
the disaster designation for 
Alpine, Calaveras. Colusa. Fre­ 
sno, Glenn, Madera, Merced, 
San Diego, San Joaquin, Solano, 
Stanislaus, Sutter and Tuo­ 
lumne counties. 


Wallace said he has been in­ 
formed by the state Office of 
Emergency Services that 
several other counties are sur­ 
veying the situation and may 
soon ask to be included on the 
list.

charges of plotting to distribute 
more than $130,000 worth of 
heroin in Detroit and Califor­ 
nia. 
Odell Broward, 50, of Am­ 
herst and Gary L. Forbes, 24, of 
Buffalo were released on 
$15,000 bail after arraignments 
before U.S. Magistrate Ed­ 
mund F. Maxwell. 
Officials of the U.S. Drug En­ 
forcement Administration said 
said six ounces of uncut “Mex­ 
ican brown” heroin with an es­ 
timated street value of $200,000 
was seized during the arrests.

Discriminating 


problems 


Discrimination and its even­ 
tual passing from our society 
is a wo r t h y and m o s t 
worthwhile goal. However, its 
attainment may cause more 
problems for the nation than it 
solves. 
For instance, government 
agencies are spewing forth 
regulations, some of which 
have no relationship to regula­ 
tions being issued by other 
related agencies. Additionally, 
some of the restrictions will 
make it nearly impossible to 
a c c u r a t e l y d e c i d e the 
qualifications of work appli­ 
cants. 
While many employers don’t 
quarrel with the need for an 
end to job discrim ination 
generally, the methods are 


causing some substantial has­ 
sles. 
According to present regula­ 
tions, it’s against the rules to 
ask about an applicant’s arrest 
record; to test educational 
ability; to ask if a woman has 
small children; and to ask for 
detailed references. What 
more of value is there for the 
employer to know about a job 
applicant? 
The possibilities for hiring 
the wrong person under these 
guidelines are monumental, 
and there appears little that 
can be done. Tile cost of all the 
mistakes, of course, will even­ 
tually find their way to our 
wallets and we’ll pay again for 
someone’s good idea poorly 
implemented.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Red tape helps 
smugglers 


WASHINGTON - The State Depart­ 
ment is so entangled in red tape that it 
has hampered the effort to stop drug 
smuggling. 
For years, prodigious amounts of 
heroin, cocaine and marijuana have 
poured into the United States from Asia, 
Latin America and the Middle East. 
Each year, more than 
a billion dollars worth 
of “ brown” heroin is 
smuggled across the 
border from Mexico 
alone. 
To stem the tide, the 
U S lias spent millions 
of dollars and assigned 
thousands of people. 
Y et p ro je c t a fte r 
p r o je c t h as been 
c a u g h t 
in 
th e 
bureaucratic tangle at 
Foggy Bottom. Here 
are just a few examples: 
- At one time, a United Nations team 
persuaded reluctant Thailand officials to 
allow an aerial survey of their poppy 
fields 
The State Departm ent, in­ 
credibly. turned the idea down. Rep. 
Lester Wolff. D-N.Y., one of the leading 
narcotics experts in Congress, pressured 
the bureaucrats to change their minds. 
But by this time, the Thais had changed 
theirs 
The m atter is still being 
negotiated. 
— Under the code name “ Operation 
Cocina,” Colombia last June began 
cracking down on cocaine traffickers. 
The Colombians asked the U.S. for some 
special communications equipment. Two 
U.S. Narcotics officials, whose sole 
respon sib ility w as to audit such 
requ ests, decided they wanted a 
“ feasibility study.” Special personnel 
from Washington were flown down to 
conduct the study, which dragged on for 
more than a month. Two months later, 
the bureaucrats solemnly reached a 
decision: the Colombians needed equip­ 
ment but not the kind they had 
requested Operation Cocina will end 
shortly, but the right equipment only 
recently arrived. 
— After much haggling, the govern­ 
ment of Mexico agreed to eradicate 
20.000 poppy fields. At the time, the Mex­ 
icans used sticks to beat the heads off 
poppy plants. But they agreed that her­ 
bicides would be more effective. 
Thereupon, the State Departm ent 
delivered a primitive system employing 
buckets to pour herbicides out of 
helicopters. Of course, the Mexicans 
really needed more sophisticated spray 
equipment, which was finally provided 
after Congressman Wolff intervened. 
— The Mexican government has also 
agreed to conduct an aerial survey of 
their country to locate poppy fields. Us­ 
ing prop-driven aircraft provided by the 
U.S., the Mexicans can survey only 60 
square miles a day. With a small jet, 
they could survey 600 square miles daily. 
Yet the State Department refused to 
provide a jet, and suggested instead the 
Mexicans lease one. 


Nevertheless, there are signs that of­ 
ficials on both sides of the Rio Grande 
are finally getting together to stop the il­ 
licit drug traffic. 
Last month, Congressman Wolff and a 
colleague. Rep. Benjamin Gilman. R- 
N.Y., met privately with the leaders of 
four countries and hammered out some 
“ breakthrough” agreements. 
In Mexico City, for example, they 
called upon President Luis Echeverria. 
They worked out an accord which has 
been summarized in a private letter 
from Echeverria to President Ford, 


t r a n s m i t t e d by classified State Depart­ 
ment wire. 


“ I put forward to the U.S. legislators 
the idea of creating twin national com­ 
missions.” wrote Echeverria. “ one in 
each of our countries, which would un­ 
dertake a study of all aspects of this 
(narcotics) question and propose solu­ 
tions ... For my part, I am proceeding to 
establish the Mexican commission.” 
The Mexicans also promised Wolff and 
Gilman there would soon be a crackdown 
on corruption. Within days after return­ 
ing home, the two Congressmen were in­ 
formed that three federal judges in Her- 
mosillo. Sonora State, had been charged 
with taking $600,000 in bribes from a 
heroin smuggling gang Other high-level 
officials, according to our sources, are 
under investigation. 
It r e m a in s 
to be se e n how 
enthusiastically Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger will cooperate with 
Mexican authorities. A suppressed staff 
study of the blue-ribbon Murphy Com­ 
m ission d eclared that K issin ger 
"typically concentrates on a small 
number of policy issues. Narcotics con­ 
trol was not on his agenda.” 
The new endeavor, however, has 
received at least lip service from Kis­ 
singer. He was "pleased,” he cabled 
Wolff, “ to learn of our positive appraisal 
of the discussion held ... with President 
Echeverria ... I have instructed (an 
aide) to continue planning discussions 
for the development of the parallel com­ 
missions," 
FOR THE BIRDS: The Labor Depart­ 
ment winked at the law to permit Sen. 
Harry Byrd, Ind-Va., and other fruit 
growers to use low-wage Jam aicans for 
harvesting 1975 crops. 
Byrd’s apple orchards, run by his 
brothers, hired 180 Jam aicans at a time 
when American pickers fill the jobless 
rolls. Other growers brought in thou­ 
sands more. 
In Florida alone, officials estimated $6 
million to $12 million in wages were 
diverted from American to Jamaican 
pockets. The result: glut of unemploy­ 
ment compensation cases and a run on 
Florida food stamp offices! 


Before I forget to say it, I wish that 
when Daniel Patrick Moynihan retires 
from public life, a generation hence, he 
will set up an Institute on Cable-Writing. 
His are the highest specimens of the art. 
They are as lucid as stop-signs, as ex­ 
uberant as a bursting springhead, as 
charged with a narrative tension as a 
diplom atic thriller. 
And know ye all. even 
unto the disbelievers, 
there is in them no lint 
of jargon In a perfect 
world Mr Moynihan’s 
cables could be sent 
directly to the A s­ 
sociated Press, and 
the scheming gover­ 
nors and slavem asters 
of the world, abandon­ 
ing other fleshly pur­ 
suits. would sit back in 
th e ir th ron es and 
enjoy, enjoy.

The honor will not come by accident. 
Dixville .Notch is the 
place name for a 
frosty New England 
r e s o r t which the 
millionaire Tillotson 
owns. The 21 residents 
here are his employes 
an d he is , q u i t e 
n a t u r a l l y , 
t h e i r 
mayor. Partly for the 
publicity then, the 
community has since 
1960 opened its polling 
place at the break of 
every federal election 
day to cast the nation’s initial ballot. 
Tillotson will r e g i s t e r on the 
Republican side of this prim ary, 
probably for Gerald Ford. But however 
he decides, he says, it will be for what he 
considers the best interests of the United 
States. Gimcrackery aside. Tillotson 
believes the nation’s first voter has a 
responsibility to light the way for the 
millions of others, not concerning party 
or person, but in regards to motives and 
thought. 
In this sense the country is fortunate 
that Tillotson votes first.

some hot dog performing for the "Guin­ 
ness Book of Records.” Bom poor and 
now rich, Tillotson has been on both 
sides of the American experience, and 
has an appreciation for citizenship that 
comes only from a long view from op­ 
posite poles. Thus his vote does not drop 
lightly, but with care, and assuredly, 
hope. 
Fundamentally, Tillotson is a con­ 
structionist, as least so far as he believes 
all things are possible through applied in­ 
dividualism. The son of North Country 
hillbillies, he left home at 16, a refugee 
from rural privation and human stagna­ 
tion. Eventually he created a process for 
affixing print to rubber, not an Edisonian 
idea, perhaps, but it was enough to es­ 
tablish him as an industrial mogul. 
Among other things, Tillotson now owns 
the largest surgical glove producing 
plant in the world. Not bad for a high 
school dropout. 
Yet as a dropout who made good, the 
first voter is concerned about the erosion 
of the process by which such things are 
possible in the nation. He says more and 
more people are cheating on the system. 
“ When I was young, the people worked 
with their hands, we were farm ers and 
shoemakers and mechanics. We were 
rewarded for how much we did and how 
well we did it.” Now, he sighs, the idea 
of success is to sit in an office, not a 
workshop; dirty fingernails are for the 
unfortunate, creatin g has become 
primarily a mental exercise. 
The trouble with the modern way, 
says, Tillotson, is that while labor 
becom es less m eaningful, it also 
becomes less profitable. " I ’ve nothing 
a ga in st people sittin g in office 
skyscrapers,” he says, rather his resent­ 
ment is towards "the comparative 
rewards of their efforts.” He fears that 
America has become a state where those 
who do the least labor have unjustified 
superiority over those who do the most, i 


And here is where Neil Tillotson 
reveals himself to be a most worthy first 
voter. Though conservative, a one-time 
Coldwater man who still carries the 
senator's campaign pin on his cap, 
Tillotson believes primarily in the worth 
of the common man. Why, he asks, 
should those in white collars have such a 
grip on the well-being and future of those 
in blue? They shouldn’t, he believes, and 
so casts his first vote in the spirit of the 
equality of Everyman that created the 
Republic. 


H & Ocean by 
Harry Crompe 
Turnabout 


Over the years, a lot of different en­ 
tities have been taking their licks from 
environmentalists, w elfare rightists, 
consumer advocates and the like. In 
most cases, for sure, those entities 
deserved the licks. 
However, it seem s now that more and 
more of these groups are finding 
them selves on the 
defensive end of legal 
actions in the “ public 
interest.” 
Even a government 
agency is the target of 
a recent suit. Kaiser 
A lu m i n u m 
and 
Chemical Corporation 
recently filed suit 
against the U.S. Con­ 
sumer Product Safety 
Commission to pre­ 
vent the commission 
from continuing to 
release “ misleading, incomplete, inac­ 
curate and unfair” information relating 
to the 
safety of household aluminum 
wiring. 
The company is charging that this in­ 
formation has caused numerous local 
government agencies to ban or propose 
to ban aluminum wiring and has led con­ 
tractors to stop buying the product. 
Whether this suit is in the public interest 
is, of course, for qualified, impartial ex­ 
perts to decide. 
A good example of the turnabout is a 
“ public interest” law firm in California, 
the Pacific Legal Foundation. According 
to Barron’s magazine, they have scored 
notable successes against environmen­ 
talists and others. 
The PLF has balked halting construc­ 
tion of a Trident missile base and a flood 
control and irrigation dam on the 
American River and has knocked the 
EPA’s “ m aster plan” to force cars off 
California’s streets and highways 
Since its founding in 1973, the PLF has 
won 25 out of 40 cases it has argued and 
15 are still pending. It has yet to lose a 
case in final appeal. 
The f i r m ’s most notable work, 
however, has been in the field of welfare 
reform. It helped institute a com ­ 
puterized program to ferret out welfare 
cheats by matching the Social Security 
numbers of recipients with quarterly 
wage reports filed by employers. The 
PLF successfully beat back attempts by 
welfare rights groups who attempted to 
have the programs enjoined as an "inva­ 
sion of privacy.” 
One year after the system ’s introduc­ 
tion under former Governor Reagan (it 
has been continued under Gov. Brown), 
there were 785,000 fewer people (Mi 
welfare in California and the state had 
saved $1 billion, yet deserving recipients 
received benefit hikes of more than 30 
per cent. 
We would guess that such action is 
serving "the public interest.”

What needs to 
be done is to assure them the means to 
do more for themselves and for their 
country.”
